Captured Japanese documents have been screened, accessioned, 


and exploited systematically for informetion of intelligence significance 


dn accordance with requirenects served on the division aij the broad 


directives of Army end Bavy, The main areas for which these docusents 
have been exploited are Eastern US&R and Manchuria in depth; and China, 


Southeast Asis, Japan ami Korea to a lesser depree.
